e Up to 3.0 m over the remaining seaboards of Ilocos Region and the seaboard of Zambales 
e Up to 2.5 m over the northern seaboard of mainland Cagayan, the seaboard of Bataan, the western seaboard of Lubang 
Island, the western seaboard of Calamian Islands, the western seaboard of northern mainland Palawan, and the seaboard 
of Kalayaan Islands 
Mariners of small seacrafts, including all types of motorbancas, are advised not to venture out to sea under these conditions, 
especially if inexperienced or operating ill-equipped vessels 
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TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


Tropical Storm JULIAN is forecast to gradually turn southwestward over the landmass of Taiwan while rapidly weakening. Due to 
increasingly unfavorable conditions, it may become a remnant low over southwestern Taiwan or the sea southwest of Taiwan 
tomorrow (4 October) morning. 


Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to take all 
necessary measures to protect life and property. Persons living in areas identified to be highly or very highly susceptible to these 
hazards are advised to follow evacuation and other instructions from local officials. For heavy rainfall warnings, 
thunderstorm/rainfall advisories, and other severe weather information specific to your area, please monitor products 
issued by your local PAGASA Regional Services Division.
